To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Ashby  Woulds  Urban 

District  Council : — 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1951. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  the  population 
shows  a slight  increase  from  3,358  in  1950  to  3,389. 

The  birth  rate  (15-0)  is  lower  than  last  year  (16-3)  and  less 
than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (15-5). 

The  death  rate  (8-9)  is  one  of  the  lowest  on  record  and  less 
than  last  year  (104)  and  lower  than  for  England  and  Wales  (12-5). 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  in  diseases  associated  with 
elderly  people. 

It  will  be  noted  that  water  supply  has  been  intermittent, 
pending  augmented  supply  to  this  district  from  Derwent  Valley 
Scheme  now  under  construction. 

Practically  all  the  district  has  efficient  sewerage  disposal. 

21  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  making  a total 
of  178  houses  completed  in  the  post  war  period.  The  total 
number  of  applicants  for  council  houses  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  340,  and  the  number  of  applications  received  during  the  year 
was  71.  The  housing  of  the  people  still  remains  the  greatest 
problem  before  your  Council. 

44  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were  notified.  Of  these  32 
were  Measles,  occurring  mostly  in  March,  April  and  May. 

I am  pleased  to  report  for  the  fifth  year  in  succession  that  no 
case  of  Diphtheria  has  been  notified.  I am  also  pleased  to  report 
that  the  number  of  children  receiving  immunisation  against 
Diphtheria  has  showed  an  increase. 
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One  new  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  was  notified  during 
the  year,  with  one  death  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  two 
cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  classed  as  cured. 

I should  like  to  thank  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment of  the  County  Council  for  their  help  and  co-operation. 

Finally  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  Mr.  P.  C.  Woodhall, 
Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector,  for  his  invaluable  assistance 
during  the  year,  and  to  you,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  for  your 
kindness  and  co-operation.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  AREA. 

HOSPITALS. 

All  hospitals  except  a few  private  Maternity  and  Nursing 
Homes  are  under  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board.  The 
County  Homes  for  the  aged  and  infirm  are  under  the  auspices  of 
the  County  Council.  When  the  residents  take  ill  they  become 
the  responsibility  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 
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TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS. 


Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  every  second  and  fourth 
Thursday  afternoon  at  the  Centenary  Methodist  Church, 
Donisthorpe  Road,  Moira.  Tuberculosis  and  Ante-natal  clinics 
are  held  at  Bridge  Road,  Coalville,  the  former  being  under  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  all  ambulance  facilities 
in  the  County.  Colliery  accidents  are  removed  by  Ambulances 
provided  by  the  National  Coal  Board  stationed  at  Nailstone  Colliery 
and  Moira  Colliery. 

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

All  district  Nursing  and  midwifery  is  under  the  County 
Council. 

HEALTH  VISITING. 

This  work  is  provided  by  the  County  Council,  and  is  very 
ably  carried  out  in  the  area.  A Diabetic  Health  Visitor  attends  the 
Clinic  at  the  Leicester  Royal  Infirmary  and  visits  the  patients  in 
their  homes.

Earth  Closets,  Privies,  Ashpits  and  Cesspools  are  emptied  at 
frequent  intervals  by  Council’s  workmen.  The  nightsoil  and 
contents  of  cesspools  is  carted  onto  the  land  and  ploughed  in  and 
that  from  ashpits  is  conveyed  to  tips,  deposited  in  layers  and 
covered  with  soil.
